100 sh eets of 
paper and a gun metal spectacle case 
turned aside th e bullet fired by Joh n 
Sch rank, wh ich spatted against Col­ 
onel 
Roosevelt’s fourth rib on th e 
ligh t side. 
Th ere, unless sy mptbms 
of poisoning set in, h e w ill carry it for 
th e remainder of h is life. 
Wh ile tin1 colonel is comfortable,
